PORTUGAL PAY $3,100,000 TO 
THE CLAIMANTS... 


‘Swiss Arbitration Commission Decides 


sion in East Africa Which Has Been 
in Controversy for Ten Lear 
Americans and English to Divide 
Amount Between Them—Comments 
of British Press on Berne Decision. 


BERNE, Switzerland, March 20.—The de- 
cision of the Swiss Arbitration commission, 
which has had the Delagoa Bay railroad 
dispute under consideration since 1890, was 
made publictoday. The decree orders Portu- 
gal to pay to the claimants or their trustees 
the sum of 15,314,000 francs ($3,100,000), with 
accrued interest at the rate of 5 per cent 
from 1889 until the sum is paid. 

The preamble says: 

“after deliberation the court decrees as 
follows: 

“1. The court rejects all demands in favor 
of a final inquiry. It declines also to sepa- 
rate the judgment on the principal object 
of litigation from that dealing with the in- 
demnity due for the territory in question. 

2. On the other hand, the court decides 
to deliver forthwith its definite decree on 


the parties an authentic copy of its essential 
points, the complete decree, with a recital 
of the reasons to follow after a short period. 

“ Hereupon the court, consisting of three 


| members present, unanimously has returned 


and filed its decree in the following terms: 


Provisions of Award. 

Following is the text of the decision, which 
is in six clauses: 

“TI. The Portuguese government, as the de- 
fending party, is condemned to pay to the 
government of the United States and to 
Great Britain, the claimants, altogether, in 
addition to the £28,000 paid on account in 
1890, the sum of 15,314,000 francs in legal 
Swiss money, with simple interest on this 
sum at the rate of 5 per cent per annum 
from June 1, 1889, up to date of payment of 
said sum. 

2. The sum, after deducting what is nec- 
essary todefray the cost of arbitration falling 
on the claimants and in addition to the bal- 
ance of £28,000 paid on account in 1800, shall 
be employed in the payment of bondholders 
and other creditors, if there is need, of the 
Delagoa Bay railway company, according 
to their standing. The claimants will draw 
up a scale of distribution for this purpose. 
The Portuguese government will have to 
pay into the hands of the government of the 
United States the sum which, according to 
said scale, shall accrue to McMurdo, repre- 
sented by said government in her quality of 
bondholding creditor of the first and sec- 
ond degree. It will pay the surplus to the 
government of Great Britain for the benefit 
of all others having rights. 

“3. The delay of six months fixed by the 
last line of clause 5 of the arbitration com- 
| promise shall run from this day forth.

„4. The costs of the arbitration, according 
to a scale to be drawn up in accordance with 
clause 5 of the arbitration compromise, will

** Looking at all sides of the south African 
question, we sacrificed much for the sake of 
supporting the principle of arbitration. It 
is probable that Portugal will be able to 
raise the sum awarded without alienating 
any part of her colonial possessions. Still, 
we do not regard the question as finally set- 
tled. Friendly diplomacy may yet achieve 
what a recourse to arbitration has failed to 
accomplish.” 


Thinks Award Is Small. 

PARIS, March 30.—The morning papers, 
with but feW exceptions, do not comment 
upon the Berne award. Most of them pub- 
lish merely a brief résumé of the findings of 
the court. ers give only the bare state- 
ment of the amount awarded. 

The Gaulois is about the only journal to 
point out the smallness of the indemnity. 
It says: ; 

“ Under present conditions the award as- 
sumes considerable significance, because 
one had expected that Portugal would have 
had a much larger sum to pay. There was 
even a question of her being forced to bor- 
row. The decision of the arbitrators will be 
a disagreeable surprise to the British gov- 
ernment.“ 


J. B. FRENCH HURT BY MEN 
THOUGHT TO BE PICKETS. 


He Is a Contractor, but Worked as 
Foreman on Butler Building to Dis- 
tract Mind from Grief Over Loss of 

His Son—Brain Fever Feared—Argu- 
ment of Steamfitters in a Halsted 
Street Car Leads to Shooting—Non- 
Union Men Besieged. 


— — 


James B. French, a contractor who had 
been working for sixty days as a foreman in 
order to divert his mind from grief over the 
death of a son, may die of injuries inflicted 
on him by men said to be union pickets. 

. Mr. French is lying now at his residence, 
First avenue and Eighth street, Maywood, 
in danger of brain fever. 

Iie had been employed by Holmes, Pyott 
& Co. as a foreman on the Butler Building. 
The attack occurred at 6 o’clock on Wednes- 
day evening, at West Randolph and Jeffer- 
son street, and was witnessed by several 
persons. The men making it were armed 
with “billies” and revolvers and both 
weapons were used. For five hours after 
the assault French remained unconscious. 
Yesterday he was unconscious and delirious 
part of the time. 

French left the Butler building at 5:45 
o’clock and started for the office of Holmes, 
Pyott & Co. at 18 North Jefferson street. 
When three blocks from the Butler Building 
he was attacked from behind. He tried to 
defend himself, but it was a battle of one 
against four. One blow on the side of the 
head with a billy and another on the jaw 
with the butt of a revolver rendered him un- 
conscious and he fell to the sidewalk. Not 
content with the injuries they had inflicted 
the assailants, so those who witnessed the 
,attack declare, commenced kicking him in 
the head and only desisted when J. M. Pyott 
and several of the men employed by him 
started for the nearest patrol box. The 
men then ran west in Randolph street and 
escaped. French was carried to the con- 
tractors’ office and his wounds were attend- 
ed to. Dr. Arthur Price, who was called 
in, was unable to restore consciousness for 
several hours. When French could talk 
he did so in a half dazed way. Then he 
was taken to his residence in Maywood. 

The police arrived on the scene ten min- 
utes after the assault occurred. 


Physician Thinks Condition Serious. 


Dr. W. R. Livingston of Maywood, who 
is attending French, said last night: 

Mr. French has been unconscious and 
delirious at times during the day and isina 
serious condition. His most serious wound is 
under the right ear. The blow that made it 
has caused concussion of the brain, and in- 
fiammation of the brain may result. There 
is so much swelling about the wound that I 
cannot tell just now whether the skull is 
fractured. The other injuries are a cut 
eyelid, two black eyes, and a bad bruise on 
the jaw.“ 

French has a wife and two children. Two 
months ago he lost a child by appendiciths, 
and, as stated, he felt so badly over this that 
he went to work on the Butler Building. He 
is the head of the firm of J. B. French & Co., 
manufacturers of sidewalks and skylights, 


The Dei Bay railroad, its construction 
and subsequent confiscation by the Portu- 
guese government, is intimately associated 
with the historic enmity between Great 
Britain and the Transvaal. The Boer repub- 
lic after its independence had been won at 
Majuba Hill cherished a project for a rail- 
road giving Pretoria egress to the sea. The 
road necessarily would have to be built 
through Portuguese east Africa, and Great 
Britain exhausted every effort known to 
diplomacy to prevent the construction of 
such a line. 

Portugal, however, yielded to Boer impor- 
tunity, and on Dec. 14, 1883, granted to Ed- 
ward McMurdo, a citizen of the United 
States, a concession to build a railroad from 
Lourenzo Marquez to the Transvaal border. 
The Boer government also granted a con- 
cession for the completion of the line to Pre- 
toria. 

McMurdo formed his company in London, 
and was backed by British capital. But 
the work of construction was delayed until 
1886, when, fearing the loss of the con- 
céssion, McMurdo’s company undertook to 
carry out the work. The line was opened for 
traffic on Oct. 24, 1887, only partly finished. 

Then a long delay ensued. Work of com- 
pleting the line was at a standstill, and the 
whole question was complicated by boundary 
disputes between Portugal and the Trans- 
vaal. 

Finally, in October, 1888, the Portuguese 
government notified McMurdo that the line 
must be completed by June 24, 1889. Me- 
Murdo did little during his eight months of 
grace but complain to the British and 
American governments, and to accuse the 
Transvaal and Portugal of intriguing to 

seize the line. 

Material for completing the line arrived 
at Delagoa Bay early in June, 18898, but on 
June 29 the Portuguese government confis-

LONDON, March 30.--The Daily Mail, 
commenting upon the award at Berne, says:

Russia’s Attitade Toward the Hermit 
Kingdom of the Far East Grows 
fore Warlike, and Japan, Whose 

Interests Are Threatened, May Soon 
Appeal to the Powers—Both Nations

LONDON, March 39, 3 a. m.—Russia’s at- 
titude toward Corea grows more and more 
warlike, and a joint appeal to the powers by 
Japan and Corea is expected soon to bring 
matters to a crisis. 

The Daily Maii’s correspondent at Kobe, in 
a dispatch just received, says that the Rus- 
sian government has demanded a lease of 
land for a harbor and docks at Masampo 
and that the Corean government is anxious 
for outside assistance. 

The contest between Russia and Japan for 
the possession of the sea front at Masampo, 
which is a magnificent harbor on the south 
coast of Corea, has been in progress since 
last October. 

Russia wishes to obtain possession of the 
narbor in order to convert it into a naval 

Station, but as the registered owners of the 
und are Japanese the coveted site was put 
up at auction. 


Russia Outbid by Japan. 

The bidding was spirited and valuable plots 
were secured by agents of both the Russian 
and the Japanese governments, but mostly 
by the latter. 

Failing to secure what she wanted by the 
power of her purse, Russia has now de- 
manded a lease of the land, and the demand 
fs almost certain to entail friction with 
Japan. 

May Force a Crisis. 

In this connection the Evening News yes- 
terday published a dispatch from its corre- 
spondent at Kobe, stating that Russia had 
demanded permission to land troops near 
Masampo. If this news should be corrobo- 
rated, it means that Russia is preparing to 
intimidate Corea by a display of force, which 
will compel Japan to bring the dispute toa 
crisis at once. 

The Japanese fleet, as cabled yesterday 
morning, is only twelve hours’ sailing dis- 
tance from Masampo, but as long as it re- 


mains at its station it is certain that Japan 


will conduct her opposition to Russian de- 
mands along diplomatic lines. 


Tord Salisbury Not Alarmed.. 
j ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

LONDON, March 29.—The British govern- 
ment has not received any news tending to 
confirm the advices from Japan as to Rus- 
sian designs in Corea, and is inclined to 
doubt their accuracy. 

The Premiér, Lord Salisbury, it is learned, 
apprehends no possibility of an immediate 
rupture between Japan and Russia, and 
whatever may be done in the future re- 
garding the ®sturbances around Tien-Tsin, it 
is learned that no steps have yet been taken

as serious as it is made out in the press dis- 


patches.

It is well known 
the Japanese fear a conflict is imminent be- 
tween Corea and Russia, and Corea has al- 
ready asked Japan’s assistance in case of 
war. The Prince may be charged by the 
Emperor of Japan to urge Russia to avoid 
trouble by relinquishing her designs on 
Corea, although Russian troops are already 
reported to be landing at Masampo, the 
Corean port long coveted by Russia.

BILL IN PARLIAMENT TO STOP END-

NDON, March 30, 3 a. m.—London has 
been wrestling with the problem of the 
perpetual tearing up of streets in order to re- 
pair underground pipes and wires. A bill 
now before Parliament for the construction 
of a huge subway, through which all this 
underground paraphernalia will pass, so as 
to allow making repairs without disrupting 
the surface of the streets by electric, gas, 
and water companies, is strongly opposed. 
The select committee of the House of Com- 
mons, however, agreed to the preamble yes- 
terday, and the chances for the bill passing 
are considered good. Should this go through, 
and also the bill for regulating tramways, 
which provides for the underground conduit 
system, the London streets are likely to be 
torn up badly for some time to come. 


Will Occupy Teck Residence. 

Empress Frederick will take up her res!i- 
dence at White Lodge, Richmond, lately oc- 
cupied by the Teck family. The Queen has 
granted its use to her eldest daughter, who 
wil occupy it after visiting the Queen in 
May, and will probably remain in England 
all summer. 


Maker of Big Ben Is Dead. 

William Warner, maker of Big Ben” at 
Westminster, is dead. His firm in 1855 cast 
the huge bell which strikes the hours for 
the famous clock. He was paid £3,300 for 
the work. Later, owing to a defect in the 
bell, it was recast, reducing the weight from 
sixteen to thirteen and a half tons. 


Making Ready for Queen’s Visit. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 8 
LONDON, March 20.— Arrangements for 
the Queen's visit to Dublin are rapidly near- 
ing completion. Two detachments of Life 
Guards left London this evening to act as 
the royal escort, and the trials of the royal 
trains have been completed along the entire 
route. Gerald Balfour, Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, who is just recovering from a seri- 
ous illness, will ieave tomorrow in order to 
welcome the Queen, who will probably be 
accompanied by Lord Lansdowne, Secretary 
of State for War. 


Announces Norfolk’s Resignation. 
In the House of Commons yesterday Mr. 
Balfour, the government leader, announced 
the resignation of the Duke of Norfolk as 
Postmaster General, but that he was unable 
to give the name of his successor. The Duke 
resigns his office, it is understood, to accom- 
pany the Sussex regiment to south Africa. 
Numerous rumors connect thenameof Lord 
Londonderry with the post, but many Union- 
ists are inclined to dbubt his acceptance, as 
he has hitherto refused appointment to any 
position which is not in the Cabinet, as is the 
case with that of Postmaster General.

ALBANIANS AND MACEDONIANS RE-

Pesther Lloyd of Vienna Declare’ That

VIENNA, March  29.—Dissatisfaction 
among the Albanians and their determina- 
tion to have their own way where Turkey

The Albanians have reached the point 
where they have refused all obedience and 
indulge in violence of all kinds and make 
constant attacks upon other nationalities 
resident among them. 

Says Danger Is Near. 

“If matters continue thus,“ says the 
Pesther Lloyd, “ further bloodshed will pro- 
duce an uprising of the other nationalities, 
Twenty-five years ago Herzegovinian de- 
mands brought about a long and severe Ori- 
ental crisis. Today, possibly, we are not far 
from scrious disturbances, which may be 
brought on by Albanian and Macedonian de- 
mands.” 

Close Watch on Bulgaria. 

Local diplomatic circles are keeping a 
close watch upon the progress of Bulgaria's 
furious flirtation with Russia, and it is com- 
ing to be believed that the time is not far 
distant when the St. Petersburg government 
will assist Bulgaria in the same way as 
it has just assisted Persia. It is cited as sig- 
nificant of the intense Russophile sentiment 
growing in Bulgaria that the official journal 
of Sofia greets M. Kobeko, Russia's financial 
delegate, in the friendliest terms, and de- 
clares that his mission is proof that the

Turkey Follows the Example of Ger- 
many and France—Protest by 
United States Filed. 


 @GONSTANTINOPLE, March 29.—The 
Porte has irformed the United States Lega- 
tion that in future the importation of Amer- 
ican pork will be prohibited, giving as a rea- 
son for the prohibition that the meat is in- 
jurious to the public health.

BREAKS A TRAIN RECORD. 


A. R. PEACOCK COMES FROM Los 
ANGELES TO CHICAGO IN 58 HOURS, 


Carnegie Company Shareholder Ends 
His Special Run Over the Santa Fe, 
Costing Him 83,500, at 10:05 P. M., in 
Ample Time to Make Connection for 
Pittsburg — One Burst of Speed Is 
443 Miles in 444 Minutes In the 
Party. 


The special train which A. R. Peacock 
chartered at an expense of $3,500 to bring 
him from Los Angeles, Cal., to Chicago in 
time to make a connection that would deliver 
him at Pittsburg, Pa., early enough to ate 
tend the reorganization meeting of the 
Carnegie company, in which ‘he is a large 
stockholder, arrived in Chicago at 10:05 
o'clock last night, having broken all rec- 
ords for the run over the Santa Fé from the 
coast to this city. Though the average dis- 
tance covered in an hour, including the 
time lost in stops for changes of engines and 
train crews and for all other purposes, was 
39 miles, the train made some remarkable 
records in long runs, the best being the 443 
miles from La Junta, Colo., to Emporia, 
Kas., in 444 minutes actual time. From La 
Junta to Newton, 370 miles, was covered in 
378 minutes. The run to Chicago was made 
in practically fifty-eight hours, which is 
eight hours less than the regular schedule 
time, sixty-six hours. 

Mr. Peacock, on reaching Chicago, went 
at once with the members of his party to 
the Union depot, where they boarded a 
special Pullman sleeper for Pittsburg on 
the regular Pennsylvania train leaving: here 
at 11:30 o'clock.- The party, if the train 
makes its regular schedule, will reach Pitts- 
burg at 5:30 p. m. today. Taking out three 
hours for the changes in time between Los 
Angeles and Pittsburg, the trip will have 
been completed, a distance of 2,733 miles, in 
seventy-six and one-half hours. 


Story of the Trip. 

Mr. Peacock’s train left Los Angeles at 10 
a. m. on Tuesday, equivalent to noon in 
Chicago. The distance to be covered before 
reaching this city was 2,265 miles, and it was 
agreed by the railroad company that he 
should be here in time to leave for Pitts- 
burg at 10:30 a. m. today over the Penn- 
sylvania road. It was not hoped that the 
trip would be so free from delays that he 
could make a conection with last evening's 
train, as he did. The ting, which it is- 
important to Mr. Peacock’s interests that 
he shall attend, is to be held tomorrow in 
Pittsburg. 

But the train had remarkable luck: It en- 
countered no mishaps and made good meet- 
ing points, losing little time in avoiding the 
regular train service of the road. At Kansas 
City the special was six hours ahead of 
schedule. It arrived in Chicago eight hours 
ahead of schedule. 

Mr. Peacock is accompanied on his trip 
across the continent by his wife, three sons, 
and a daughter, a tutor for his children, a 
nurse, and a valet; also by Charles L. 
Taylor, another member of the Carnegie 
company equally anxious with him to reach 
Pittsburg in time to attend the reorganiza- 
tion meeting tomorrow. In Chicago last 
evening the party was joined by J. C. Flem- 
ing, Vice President of the Carnegie com- 


pany. 
Description of the Train. 

The train on which Mr. Peacock and his 
party made their record-breaking trip from 
Los Angeles to Chicago was made up of an 
engine, a baggage car, a combination car, 
and a private Pullman sleeper. The mem- 
bers of the party passed their time in the 
Puilman car Convoy. 

Officials of the road say the “ Peacock spe- 
cial’ is the fastest train they ever have run 
over their road from California to the East, 
its time, having been many hours shorter 
than that made by the famous Nellie Bly 

special run in 1889, when Nellie Bly was 
completing her rapid globe circling tour, and 
faster than the run of the Cheney special” 
two years ago, whose run was considered 80 
extraordinary that Rudyard Kipling devoted 


The fastest recorded tong run in the fly 
trip of the Peacock special” was that of 
200 miles from La Junta, Colo., to Dodge 
City, Kas., in 192 minutes. From Dodge City 
to Newton, 167 miles, was made in 163 min- 
utes. 

After reaching Chicago and getting set- 
tled in the Pullman sleeper on the Pennsyli- 
vania train Mr. Peacock announced he had 
no statement to make concerning the pur- 
pose of histrip. It was stated that the run 
from Los Angeles to Chicago had been made 
in comfort and without a hitch or mishap 
of any kind. 


FEARS SMALLPOX EPIDEMIC. 


Dr. J. A. Egan of State Board of Health 


Says Disease Is Spreading 
Rapidly. 


Springfield, III., March 29.—[Special.]—The 
fears of Dr. J. A. Egan, secretary of the 
State Board of Health that smallpox would 
become epidemic in Illinois may be fulfilled. 
Today the secretary of the board received 
two reports of an alarming character. They 
tell of the rapid spread of the disease in two 
sections of the State and both indicate that 
the local authorities are doing little or 
nothing to stamp it out.

Following this report came information 
that several cases of the disease had ap- 
peared at Centralia, Pinckneyville, and in 
various portions of Pope, Gallatin, Hardin, 
and Saline Counties. A few cases have been 
reported from these counties heretofore, but 
it now appears that the disease is becoming 
much more general. The report from Pope 
stated that there were now over two hundred 
cases in the northern part of that county 
alone and that no effort was being made

Proposition to Strike Out Duty Clause 
in Porto Rico Bill Defeated by 
Decisive Vote. 


Washipgton, D. C., March 29.—A direct 
vote was taken by the Senate today on the 
proposition to strike from the Porto Rico 
measure the provision levying 15 per cent 
of the Dingiey law duties on Porto Rico 
products. The proposition was defeated by 
a vote of 16 to 33. While the vote is re- 
garded as presaging the passage of the pend- 
ing measure it is not regarded as indicating 
the final vote on the bill. Following is the 
vote in detail:

— BEVERIDGE ASKS RECI- 
| PROCITY BE EST SHED. 


Contends That Justice and Policy Both 
- Demand No Tariff Duties Be Exacted 
Says, However, if He Cannot Get 
What He Wants He Will Vote for 
the Pending Bill as the Best Means 
Available of Securing It—Constitu- 


renal Arguments

Washington, D. C., March 29.—The feature 
of the Senate debate today was the speech 
of Senator Beveridge of Indiana in which 
he advocated immediate reciprocity between 
this country and Porto Rico, He said, how- 
ever, that failing in this he would vote for 


the pending bill. 

When Senator Beveridge arose to speak 
most of the other Republican Senators either 
left the chamber or retired to the sofas 
around the walls, so his audience was largely 
composed of Democratic members of the 


body. 
When Mr. Beveridge had secured the at- 
tention of the Senators present he began: 


The issue joined in this debate involves the 
power of Congress over the islands and the peo- 
ples which providence has placed in our keeping, 
and, therefore, the expediency of retaining them. 
It involves the power and p of the re- 
public throughout all its future. For if Congress 
has not a free hand to deal with these islands 
at their different conditions and changing needs 
demand, it is not only inexpedient, but it may 
be impossible, to hold them. To treat Porto Rico 
as we treat Hawali, and to deal with the latter 
as we deal with the Philippines, and to apply to 
all without delay the same fixed formula of laws 
which custom and the intention of Statehood has 
Pp ribed for our Territories from which our 
States are formed, is a proposition as mad as it 
Js novel. 

The first issue of the debate, he said, 
involves the keeping of the country’s new 
possessions, and the speaker contended this 
was a moral as well as political duty, quot- 
i the following words, which he said 
ae Dewey spoke to him in Manile har- 


A higher power than mine was in this business; 
a higher will and wisdom an ours unfurled 
that flag over this ocean empire, ours now, and 
ours forever. 

Something Must Be Done. 

Then the speaker argued if this country 
cannot provide for the needs of these new 
possessions it cannot keep them, and 
denied that the constitution ex- 
tends over people to whom its sacred 
meaning is as dark as midnight,“ and made 
an argument ad absurdum by picturing Sen- 
ators from Porto Eico, Hawali, and the 
Philippines seated in the chamber in which 
he was speaking. The Democrats, however, 
were contending the people of these islands 
were already a part of the citizenship of the 
United States, while the Republicans held 
it was not possible now to “ consolidate 
them with the self-governing people of the 
republic.” 

‘ 

Republican Position. 

Then he compared this with the Republican 
Hean position, which he stated in these 
words: 
The government says that we reserve the future 
for the future, but that for the present we will 
hold these is! as a sacred trust for them, for 
us, for mankind, and for the world, dealing with 
them as wisdom and righteousness from day to 
day shall dictate. 

We are like a modern business man with 
many and dissimilar enterprises; the opposition 
says he must deal with all alike, must devise and 
apply a common system to different situations; 
we declare that he should have a free will, a 
| versatile and constructive mind, and a free hand 
to meet each situation with appropriate and 
therefore different action. 

Returning again to his claim that these 
new possessions had made this country “ the 
master nation of the world, Senator Bev- 
eridge went on to say the present situation 
is unp ented, and former decisions of 
the Supreme Court are not to the point. 
But, asserted the speaker, not only does the 
constitution not forbid the treating of these 
new possessions otherwise than Arizona and 
New Mexico are treated, but in terms allows 
it, and quoted this section: 

The Congress shall have power to dispose of 
and make all needful rules and regulations re- 
svecting the territory or other property belonging 
to the United States. 


Construction of Constitution. 


This the Senator followed with an argu- 
ment based on the meaning of the word 
belonging.“ saying Congress could, if it 
wanted to, under this section, dispose 
of Porte Rico by selling it—a thing it could 
not do if it were an integral part of the 
United States; and then followed by quoting 
this further section of the constitution: 

The Congress shall have power to dispose of and 
make all needful rules and regulations respecting 
the territory or other property belonging to the 
United States. 

This the Senator contended gave Congress 
practically a free hand in the matter in dis- 
pute. 

J No Chance for a Czar. 


The cry that if all this is true Congress 
could go so far as to set up a King in Porto 
Rico the speaker denounced as absurd, not 
only because it could not be done under the 
constitution, but also because something 
above the constitution—the sentiment of the 
people—would interfere. This public senti- 
ment he called “ institutional law,“ ard of 
it said: 

Our institutional law is like the atmosphere, | 
impalpable, imperceptible, but all-pervading, and 
the source of life itself. It is our institutional law 
which, flowing like our vital blood through the 
weaker constitution, gives that weaker instrument 
vitality and power of development. Our institu- 
tions were hot established by the constitution. 
Institutional law existed before the constitution. 


| Slavery as an Instance. 
Continuing, the Senator instanced slavery 
as a thing recognized by the constitution, 
and yet so opposed to the sentiment of the 
poms it was killed, and laid down the rule 
to 


Wherever the constitution correctly interprets 
our institutions it lives; wherever it does not cor- 
rectly interpret our institutions it dies, and has 


Plea for Reciprocity. 

The Senator went on at still greater length 
to elaborate his point that not only does the 
constitution not regard Porto Rico as a part 
of the United States, but that it must be can- 
gstrued in the light of institutional law,“ 
and then went on to declare himself as op- 
posed to a tariff in Porto Rico. He said: 

And so, Senators, we assert our power; but by 
the same word we announce our justice, too. We 
do not want justice given for the base emergen- 
citer of political desperation, as a faction wants it. 
But we want it as the high justification of our 
Ire hand. We want it as the expression of our 
institutions. We want it in its own abstract 
right. We want it as a discharge of a plain duty. 
And we want it as a measure of statecraft look- 
int to our future as the dominant power of earth. 


Democrats Are Insincere. 

The Democratic demand for free trade | 

with Porto Rico and the Philippines he de- 

nounced as insincere and intended simply 

to raise a political issue, an issue they shall 
not have,“ he declared. 


Would Please South America. 

The speaker then took another line and 
argued the effect of granting Porto Rico all 
it asked would be to strengthen the United 
States with all the countries of South 
America.

The dream of American statesmen for three- 
quarters of a century to make the great republic 
the friend and protector of the weaker South 
American republics, until finally the colors of our 
flag might intertwine with theirs the symbol of 
mutual trust, mutual affection, mutual trade, 
mutual prosperity, and mutual defense.

SAYS BILL WILL HELP PEONS. 


Colonel C. C. c. Carr Commends the 
Compromise Porto Rico Tariff 
Measure. | 


* 


Coming fresh from an experience of fif- 
teen months as Military Governor of the 
Western Division of Porto Rico, Colonel 
Camillo C. C. Carr of the Fourth United 
States Cavalry, who is now in Chicago visit- 
ing relatives, declares that the compromise 
tariff bill now pending in Congress is ad- 
mirably framed to serve the needs of the 
island. He says he can find in that measure 
no provision that promises hardship or harm 
to the people of Porto Rico. ‘ 

During his service as Military Governor in 
Porto Rico, with headquarters at Mayaguez, 
Colonel Carr was Lieutenant Colonel of the 
Fifth Cavalry. On Jan. 23 he was appointed 
to the Colonelcy of the Fourth Cavalry, and 
after three or four more weeks in Chicago 
will leave for Manila to join his new com- 
mand in the Philippines. ; 

What is commonly spoken of in the pa- 
pers as the compromise Porto Rican tariff 
Dill,“ said Colonel Carr,“ seems to me just the 
measure that is needed to give the Porto 
Ricans relief and to meet the expenses of 
local government and improvements in the 
island till such government can become self- 
sustaining. 

Cause of the Trouble. 

“The trouble in Porto Rico is not a new 
one, and the changes brought about by the 
Spanish-American war are not accountable 
for it. The trouble had its origin in the un- 
just conditions that arose under the Span- 
ish régime, and which persist irrespective of 
the change in sovereignty over the island. 
The people who have plenty of means to pay 
taxes are not taxed, whereas, until under 
miiitary occupancy President McKinley or- 
dered a change, the poor peon, who works for 
12 cents a day, had to pay heavy taxes in 
the way of duties on everything he bought 
that came from outside the island. 

The men who were landlords under the 
Spanish régime are still the landlords of 
Porto Rico. Under the local laws they are 
subject to no direct tax, but with this com- 
promise measure in effect they will pay the 
duties on exports from the island, which will 
be turned back Into the is' .nd treasury to 
meet the expenses of government and im- 
provement. On the other hand, the compro- 
mise measure imposes no hardship on or 
working classes. There will be no duty o 


tax on foodstuffs, meats, or other articles 


needed by the peons that may be shipped to 
the island from this country. 

“You will find that the opposition to the 
compromise bill comes from American job- 
bers and speculators who have bought 
heavily of sugar and tobacco from the Porto 


-Rican planters and landowners, and want 


to get that merchandise into this country 
without paying duty on it, and from the 
landowners themselves. 


Sample of Conditions. 

„ Just as a sample of the conditions that 
prevail and have prevailed in the island, I 
recall my experience when I wanted to clean 
the streets of Mayaguez. I asked the local 
officials for funds for the work. They said 
they had none. I told them to go and collect 
taxes from the landowners, and was in- 
formed that these men paid no taxes. 

„Wen I went there the import duty on a 
barrel of American flour was $8, and the 
men who worked for 12 cents a day had to 
pay it or go without flour. The native beef 
business of Porto Rico is controlled by a 
monopoly that puts the price far beyond the 
means of the laboring man. American re- 
frigerated beef duty free will be a godsend to 
the Porto Ricans. 

These are some of the reasons why the 
peon of Porto Rico is sickly and why the 
death-rate among his children is alarming. 
He is underfed and consequently anzmic. 
He lives on the coarse fruit of bananas, that 
are planted in the coffee plantations to give 
shade to the coffee trees, and that is practi- 
cally all he eats. A Porto Rican working- 
man’s child prizes a wheaten crust as an 
American child does a stick of candy. 


Effect of Rainy Season. 

“There is @ long, rainy season in Porto 
Rico—five or six months—when the nights 
after midnight are so cold and damp that 
one néeds warm blankets on his bed. Now 
the peon has no blanket, and when it gets 
cold at night he lies and shivers. He en- 
dures this for a short life, recuperating to 
a certain degree every dry season, and finally 
gets the consumption and dies. The tariff 
bill as it is framed will be a great boon to 
the peon, and he needs it. 

„The duties that can be collected on ex- 
ports from Porto Rico, so small as to be 
inconsiderable either to merchant or con- 
sumer, will enable the island to clean its 
streets, improve its roads, and build up a 
public school system, and the hope for the 
future of Porto Rico lies chiefly in the build- 
ing up of its schools. 

“The tariff bill is calculated to protect 
American coffee-users from spurious grades 
of coffee. It has been the practice under the 
rule of ‘no import duty,’ to ship South 
American coffee into Porto Rico, duty free, 
make it up in new packages, and ship in 
on to the United States as Porto Rican cof- 
fee, which is the best coffee in the world. 
The 5 per cent import duty on coffee shipped 
into Porto Rico, provided for in this com- 
promise bill, is just high enough to stop 
this fraudulent traffic. 

What the future holds for Porto Rico 
is hard to say. If Spanish landlords are 
supplanted by American landlords, I can 
conceive no other result than that the peons 
will enjoy much better conditions.“ 


WORK ON PHILIPPINE AFFAIRS. 


New Commission to Have Greater Pow- 
ers— Four Military Divisions and 
Commanders for Each. 


| 

‘Washington, D. C., March 29.—It was de- 
cided today by Secretary Root that the new 
Philippine commission will have much 
broader powers in dealing with the problems 
arising in the Philippines than had its pred- 
ecessor. The primary purpose is the estab- 
lishment of local civil governments through- 
out the islands. In the selection of the civil 
officers the commission is to have a free 
hand. 

When asked whether the civil authorities 
would dominate the military, the Secretary 
contented himself with the reply that as he 


saw it no‘question was likely to arise on that 


point; there would be no chance for fric- 
tion. 


Establishes Military Districts. 

The formal order dividing the Philippines 
into four military departments was issued 
today. The Department of Northern Luzon 
will include all that part of the Island 
of northern Luzon north of the Provinces 
of Manila, Morong, and Infanta, and all 
the islands in the Philippine Archipelago 
north of Manila Bay. Major General Arthur 
MacArthur is assigned to the command 
of this department. | 

The Department of Southern Luzon will 
include all the remaining part of the Is- 
land of Luzon and all islands of the Philip- 
pine Archipelago which lie south of the 
south line of the Department of Northern 
Luzon and north of a line passing south- 
eastwardly through West Pass of Apo to the 
twelfth parallel of north latitude; thence 
easterly along that parallel to 124 degrees 
10 minutes east of Greenwich, but including 
the entire Island of Masbate; thence north- 
erly through San Bernardino Straits. 
Major General John C. Bates is assigned 
to the command of this department. 

The Department of the Visayas will include 
all islands south of the southern line of 
the Department of Southern Luzon and 
east of longitude 121 degrees 45 minutes east 
of Greenwich, and north of the ninth paral- 
lel of latitude, excepting the Island of 
Mindanao and all islands east of the Straits 
of Surigao. Brigadier General Robert P. 
Hughes is assigned to the command of this 
de ent.

The Department of Mindanao 
will include all the remaining islands of 


the Philippine Archipelago. Brigadier Gen- 
eral William A. Kobbe is assigned to the com- 
mand of this department. 

Report on Extra Vessels. 

Acting Secretary Meiklejohn sent a report 
from the Quartermaster General to the Sen- 
ate of all transport ships and other vessels 
purchased or chartered by the War depart- 
ment since March 4, 1807, together with their 
names, from whom purchased or chartered, 


were purchased for the army transport 
service during and since the Spanish war, 
including about twenty-five small craft, such 
as tugs, launches, and lighters, purchased 
in the Philippines. The total purchase price 
was $8,074,455, and the total cost of refitting 
and repairing was $5,189,003. There were 147

Last nicht's triple bill drew out a large and 
enthusiastic audience, as did the one pre- 
sented last week. There is, probably, no 
good end to be achieved by comparing 
Leoncavello’s beautiful opera with Mas- 
cagni’s frenzied ebullition, Cavalleria 
Rusticana,“ which was the opening number 
on last week’s triple bill; each is a remark- 
able composition in its way.

I’Pag- 
liacci”’ may almost be said to be a solo 
opera, since, in spite of the brilliant work 
allotted to the ether characters, the interest, 
after all, centers mainly in the part of Canto. 
The announcement that this difficult role 
was to be taken by M. Bonnard was a suffi- 
cient guarantee that it would be well en- 
acted and sung, but even with the assur- 
ance accruing from the numerous fine im- 
personations which this gifted artist has 
given during the season, one was hardly pre- 
pared for the dramatic breadth and intensity 
which characterized his work of last even- 
ing: It is questionable-if M. Bonnard’s in- 
terpretation ever has been surpassed.

She 
explained the present methods of dealing 
with the problems of poverty and exempll- 
fied them by referring to the charity organ- 
izations of London, Boston, and Baltimore. 

Modern philanthropy has become thor- 
oughly systematized, Miss Addams said, and 
its activity no longer is confined to indis- 
criminate almsgiving. It is guided and di- 
rected through the proper channels, not 
merely to accomplish temporary relief in in- 
dividual cases, but with a view of discover- 
ing the primary causes of poverty and de- 
pendence upon charity. Each individual 
case is investigated carefully, and all data 
bearing upon it are placed on record to make 
an investigation of the causes possible and 
to establish the existing relations between 
industrial conditions, sickness, drunkenness, 
vices, laziness, etc., and poverty. 


thering Statistics in London. 

Migs Addams particularly referred to the 
investigations of Charles Booth in London 
regarding the connection between poverty 
and different trades. By statistics extend- 
ing over many years he established the fact 
that certain trades contribute more men to 
the army of paupers in London than others. 
The next step was to investigate the causes 
of the unusually large percentage of pau- 
pers. Valuable material was obtained di- 
rectly bearing upon the intimate connection 
between certain industrial conditions and 
poverty. The next step was to investigate 
the social conditions, indirectly leading to a 
state of affairs in industrial life, that would 
breed poverty and dependence in certain 
branches of work. Miss Addams gave a 
number of statistics collected by Booth and 
others in England. It appeared from those 
figures that 41 per cent of the cases of pau- 
perism in England was caused by sickness, 
and only 13 per cent by drinking and lazi- 
ness. Exhaustive researches as to the 
causes of sickness resulted in establishing 
the fact that the families pauperized by sick-

ness invariably belonged to the third genera-

tion born in the city and under the most un- 
favorable sanitary conditions. The effects 
of a life under unsanitary conditions and 
surroundings became more aggravated with 
every new generation. The present genera- 
tion, she said, was suffering under the ac- 
cumulated effects of those conditions. 


Similar Conditions in America. 

Similar conditions existed in this country, 
and the old charity societies of Boston and 
Baltimore have accumulated valuable ma- 
terial, based upon the records of a long 
series of years. The investigation of the in- 
fluence of certain industria! conditions upon 
pauperism has brought out interesting facts. 
Industrial depressions have something to 
do with the frequency of pauperism, and 80 
have radical changes in the methods of work 
which cause a sudden shifting of large bodies 
of laboring men consequent enforced 
idleness. The fact that according to the sta- 
tistics collected drink and laziness are re- 
sponsible for only 18 per cent of the cases of 
pauperism reported was one of the most 
interesting results of the thorough method of 
investigation practiced by modern philan- 


thropy.

FALKENAU TESTIFIES BE- 
FORE INDUSTRIAL COMMISSION. 


Arraigns the Bullding Trades Council 
for Demoralizing Business in Chi- 
engo and Scores Mayor for Support- 
ing It and Putting Its Leaders in 


Public Positions—Declares the Na- 


tional Organization an Outgrowth 
of Chicago Body’s Political Success. 


“ Since the members of the Chicago Build- 
ing Trades council have succeeded in get- 
ting on the pay rolls of the city the National 
Building Trades council has been organized.“ 
said Victor Falkenau last night Defore the 
Industrial sub commission. We think the 
Chicago Building Trades council to be much 
in polities,“ he continued, and its political 
euccess here has resulted in the national or- 
ganization being projected for a similar pur- 
pose, only to cover a larger fleld. 

These statements followed a severe ar- 
raignment of the Harrison administration 
and its connection with union organizations. 

It is the duty of the Chief Executive of 
this city to protect the rights of the indi- 
vidual -whether he belong to the union or 
not, said Mr. Falkenau. The present 
Mayor is far different from that other May- 


or, his father. Carter H. Harrison Sr. took. 


the position that the picket was posted to 
prevent others from working, while the pres- 
ent Mayor, in one instance, pardoned a 
picket the day after he was convicted and 
sentenced to the bridewell for assault. May- 
or Harrison has allowed three schools to re- 
main unfinished because of non-union ce- 
ment. in the basement, and 4,000 children 
have been waiting to receive schooling under 
those roofs. 

There is no city in this country where 
lawlessness is allowed to prevail and con- 
tinue as it does in Chicago. Eighty or eighty- 
five per cent of the members of the union are 
opposed to the sympathetic strike. They are 
afraid to appear and testify before this 
commission. I have been requested to make 
this statement by members of the unions. 


New Condition Under Harrison. 

Under Hopkins’ administration seventy- 
three arrests were made during labor diffi- 
' culties. Only two of those were for assaults 
committed on non-union men. The unions 
began to feel their political power at tha 
time. For several years the constitution o 
the Building Trades council prevented a 
member from holding a political office. Un- 
der the Harrison administration its Presi- 
dent has been appointed a member of the 
Civil Service commission. That appoint- 
ment has led to abuse of power, and has be- 
come a material factor in bringing about the 
deplorable conditions now existing.“ 

Mr. Falkenau was asked if he thought the 
Building Trades council was deeply in- 
volved in politics, and made his statement 
in reply. The National Building Trades 

uncil is said to number 300,000 members, 

nd its affairs are said to be directed almost 
entirely by those at the head of the Chicago 
council. 

The testimony given by Mr. Falkenau in- 
cluded a clear statement of the position of 
the Building Contractors’ council in the pres- 
ent labor difficulties. He said the contract- 
ors insisted that no limitation be placed on 
the amount of work to be performed by a 
man; that building material be either union 
or non-union; that there be no restrictions 
placed on machinery; and that the contract- 
ors have the right to employ and discharge 
whom they saw fit. He stated that the Mad- 
den plan for a settlement failed because of 
the refusal of some of the affiliated unions 
to submit to arbitration. 


Scores the Trades Council. 

He said the Building Trades council lead- 
ers had become arrogant over the conces- 
sions of the contractors and “ had imbibed 
so much power that they were drunk with 

„They had driven one man after 

their organization until the 

whole city was unionize.d. ‘‘ Their leaders,“ 
he continued, are unreliable, lawless, and 

corrupt. No good could ever come from a 

conférence with the present leaders. ‘If the 

best intelligence of the unions could prevail 
the difficulties in Chicago could be settled. 

We know from experience that for a consid- 


eration we can settle a strike. If the presente 


difficulty had not arisen $15,000,000 worth 
of work would have been under construction 
today. 

We do not object to the unionizing of 
labor on legitimate grounds, but we do object 
to the picket and lawless and murderous 
methods of interference with men going to 
work. Weinsist upon the abolishment of the 
Building Trades Council before we will agree 
to any settlement of the present difficulties.”’ 

Asked if the contractors would dispense 
with their organization, he replied that they 
would not. We will never interfere with 
unions,” he sad. Our organization will be 
continued, but not for the purpose of fighting 
the Building Trades Council as at present.“ 


Tells of Arbitrary Union Demands. 
James H. Boyle, President of the Contract- 
ing Plasterers’ association, told of what 
he termed the arrogant and arbitrary de- 
mands made upon the contractors. He read 
a sworn statement made by one of the men 
who formerly worked for him telling of the 
‘methods used by the unions to prevent an 
expelled union man from getting work. 
John Griffiths said one of the buildings 
being constructed by him had been tied up 
for three weeks because of a difference be- 
tween two unions as to which would cut one 
inch off a short stone wall. Finally each 
union cut half. 


Other Witnesses Heard. 

Robert Ryan, secretary and manager of 
the Morgan-Gardner Electric company, tes- 
tified during the day concerning the strike 
at his factory, describing the conditions un- 
der which his men worked. Fifty-four of 
his men went out on Feb. 23, but returned on 
March 19. 

E. M. Barton, President of the Western 
Electric company, was the next witness. 

The machinists had no grievance with our 
company,’ said Mr. Barton, except that 
— ee to agree to employ only union 

S. W. Roth, editor of the Retailer, gave 
testimony in regard to the effect of the de- 
partment stores on the smaller storekeep- 
ers. He declared that some large stores 
were guilty of fraudulent advertising. 

George Thompson, label secretary of the 
Cigarmakers’ union, testified as to the wages 
received by the workers of his trade. 

D. R. Goudie, a storekeeper; P. F. Doyle, 
President of the Engineers’ Progressive 
union; Patrick McGary, owner of the Wash- 
ington steam boiler works; John Burke, busi- 
ness agent for a union; and Henry Pratt ofa 
boiler firm also testified. 


MAT. LEAVE UNIONS’ COUNCIL. 


P. J. McGuire of Carpenters Organiza- 
tion Is in Chicago—It Is Said With- 
: drawal Will Be Discussed. 


P. J. McGuire, ‘“‘ Father of the American 
Federation of Labor and General Secre- 
tary-Treasurer of the International Carpen- 
ters’ unions, arrived in Chicago from the 
East last night. Contractors and laboring 
men say he has come to discuss the possibil- 
ity of the withdrawal of the local carpen- 
ters’ unions from the Building Trades coun- 
cil. Mr. McGuire would not talk for pub- 
lication. However, at a meeting of master 
builders in Philadelphia Mr. McGuire de- 
clared that the rules of the Building Trades 
council of Chicago were arbitrary and un- 
just and that the Chicago contractors had 
taken the right stand. He also said that the 
carpenters’ unions of Chicago would be re- 
quested to withdraw from the Building 
Trades council. Laboring men say Mr. Mc- 
Guire intends to have the carpenters’ un- 
ions demand the repeal of the arbitrary 
rules, and that if they are not rescinded to 
order the ions, under pain of expulsion 
from the International union, to withdraw 
from the Building Trades council. The car- 
penters are probably the strongest organiza- 
tion in the council, and if they withdraw dis- 
ruption will follow soon. 


. 
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Tracey was elected business agent in his 
stead. 

Commissioner McGann has prepared for 
the Mayor a list of walking delegates em- 
ployed by the city. M. B. Madden is the 
only one named. 


Union Man Denounces Strikes. 

At a meeting of the striking machinists in 
Unity Hall, 146 West Madison street, Stuart 
Reid, General Organizer of the International 
union; declared himself as bitterly opposed 
to strikes. His remarks were cheered. 

When this strike is ended I hope the ma- 
chinists’ unions will have no more,“ he said. 
We are seeing that the employers are not 
oppressors, but friends. If they do not pay 
as good wages as we sometimes want, it is 
because they honestly believe they cannot. 

Recent organization of manufacturers is 
a good thing for us, as the fear of competi- 
tion and consequent reduction of wages is 
removed. Arbitration will be the order. 
Strikes and lockouts soon will be things of 
the past. 

Mr. Reid says every effort is being made 
now by national officers of the machinists 
to prevent the New York machinists from 
striking. 

New agreements are now being presented 


— 


by the machinists to the manufacturers. 
They do not contain the name of the union, 


employees being substituted. No men- 
tion is made of any business agent, all diffi- 
culties being-managed by a shop committee. 

It is announced that after April 1 the ranks 
of the Industrial Trades union will be swelled 
by members of the Building Trades council, 
Work on the Coliseum will be begun on 
April 15. 


CIVIL SERVICE BOARD YIELDS. 


Recalls Certification of Ptacek Pending 
Action by Courts—Question About 
3 Garbage Crematory. 


The Civil Service Reform association has 
checked the efforts of the Civil Service com- 
mission to certify Lieutenant Ptacek to the 
post of Assistant Chief of Police. President 
Lindblom of the commission has recalled the 
order of certification and the matter will be 
fought out in the courts. The association 
seeks to show that the examinations for 
Inspectors and Assistant Chief were illegal 
and should be set aside. The commission 
also met another stumbling block in trying 
to make the certification of Ptacek without 
waiting for a requisition from Chief Kipley. 
President Lindblom now asserts that ne 
action will be taken until the courts pass on 
the matter. Former Judge Payne, on behalf 
of the association, will ask an injunction 
against Ptacek’s appointment. Controller 
Kerfoot has been notified that he will be, 
held responsible for salaries paid to the 
Inspectors certified under the tests. 


Declines to Name Arbitrators. 


Mayor Harrison has determined to appoint 
no committee of five citizens to arbitrate be- 
tween the Building Trades council and the 
Contractors’ association, in accordance with 
an order of the Council. He asserts that he 
merely will report that, at his request for a 
conference between the employers and work- 
ingmen, the former refused to consider the 
matter. 


Promotion Asked for Policemen. 

Chief Kipley has asked Mayor Harrison to 
promote Policemen James Conick and John 
E. Culhane to detective sergeants in recog- 


nition of their work in arresting James Dun- 


lap, the bank robber. 


Other City Hall News. 
A question has been raised as to whether 
the new city crematory, contemplated by the 


' appropriation bill, can be maintained unless 


some profit is realized from the sale of vari- 
ous materiale which can be secured from the 
waste. An amendment allowing the con- 
struction of a reduction plant instead of an 
meinerating establishment will be sought.

JUSTICE HOLDS JACOB STERN. 


Employe of Mossler Tailoring Estab- 
lishment Must Answer Charge of 
Stealing $250 from John Meehan. 


Jacob Stern, for fourteen years connected 
with the Mossler tailoring establishment, 
859 State street, was arrested yesterday and 
arraigned before Justice Hall of the Thirty- 
fifth Street Station on a charge of stealing 
$250 and some jewelry from John Meehan, 
who is on his way from south Africa to 
Butte, Mont. He was held to the grand jury 
in $500 bail, which he furnished, and was re- 
leased. 

Many down-town business-men restified 
in Stern’s behalf, giving evidence of his good 
reputation and habits, but two women— 
Rose Vaughn and Ruby Davidson, 2106 
Dearborn street—gave such direct testimony 
against him that Justice Hall said he could 
not overlook it. 

Former State’s Attorney Jacob J. Kern 
represented Meehan. The latter said he 
placed an order for two suits of clothes and 
an overcoat at Mossler’s store on Wednes- 
day, Mr. Stern waiting on him. He told 
Stern that he was on his way from Durban, 
south Africa, to Montana, and said the em- 
ployé suggested they spend the evening to- 
gether. He alleged they went to various 
South Side saloons and finally to the flat in 
which the two women live. In the morning 
his gold watch, two $100 bills, and $47 in 
smaller money were missing. An alterca- 
tion ensued and Stern was arrested. 

The Vauchn and Davidson women testified 
that Stern had called them into side rooms 
and told them Mechan had a large sum of 
money and suggested that they rob him. 
Their testimony was alike in the smallest 
detail, and efforts of Stern's lawyer to shake 
it were of no avail. : 

Stern admitted that he had borrowed $10 
from Meehan, but denied the charge of steal- 
ing any. Character witnesses testified for 
him, and it was shown he was in the habit 
of spending his evenings with his wife and 
three children in their residerce on Belmont 
avenue, but Justic Hall thought the evi- 
dence was strong enough to warrant an in- 
vestigation by the grand jury. 


CITY PAYS TEACHER’S DOCTOR. 


Miss May Eaton’s Sickness Due to Pu- 
pil's Note—Complaint Regarding 
Instruction in Spelling. 


Miss May Eaton, a teacher in the Nash 
School, who had been absent from work a 
month on account of illness, was allowed 
her salary, less the amount of the substi- 
tute teacher’s pay, and the School Manage- 
ment committee of the board yesterday 
voted to pay the physician's bill. The claim 
of Miss Eatén, which was recognized by the 
committee, was that she had contracted 
scarlet fever from a note sent to her bya 
pupil recovering from the disease. 

An opinion from the Law department was 
delivered during the day. It assigns to the 
Controller the privilege of arranging his 
books in any way he chooses, and holds that 
the board must send in vouchers as demand- 
ed by the city official.

STREET CARS GIVE WOE. 


SERVICE FURNISHED BY UNION TRAC- 


TION COMPANY DISAPPOINTMENT. 


Patrons of West and North Side Lines 

Complain About Fewer Trains, 
Dirt, and Bad Air in Cars—Jerking 
of Cable Grips Uncomfortable—An- 
tiquated Equipment Also a Source 
of Annoyance—Accommodations In- 
sufficient. | 


The present street car service of the 
North and West Sides, furnished by the 
Union Traction company, is not what the 
patrons of the lines expected when the com- 
pany took control a yearago. Investigation 
shows that in many instances where im- 
provement was promised the appeals of the 
patrons have been ignored. On several lines 
the service has been decreased and on nearly 
all the use of antiquated equipment and the 
uncleanly condition of the cars is com- 
plained of. | 

On the West Side the condition of the 
Madison street cable line is regarded as the 
most serious, because of the great number 
of people compelled to put up with the slow 
motion of its uncomfortable cars. Accord- 
ing to the street railroad company’s sched- 
ule, one mile in ten minutes is the maximum 
speed at which the cars run, but during the 
greater part of the day the average is one 
mile in fourteen minutes. It frequently 

takes forty-five minutes to travel the three 
miles from Washington and State streets to 
Western avenue. Aside from the slow mo- 
tion, protests frequently are made against 
the jerking with which the cars are started. 
There is no perceptible spring under the 
car floors. When the cars are crowded this 
jerking jostles the passengers from one end 


of the car to the other. The jolting caused 


by uneven tracks and the rattling of loose 
windows are endured as minor defects re- 
sulting from antiquated equipment. 


Jerking Knocks Women Down. 


“There isn’t a trip when we don't hear 
one or two complaints about the noise and 
jolting of the cars,“ said a conductor on the 
line. Most of the complaints come from 
women. I have seen women fall on the floor 
because of the jerk in starting the cars. 
They complain that the gripman catches 
the grip too suddenly, but this is not so. The 
grips are not provided with any device 
whereby the cable can be caught gradually.“ 

An inspection of one of the Madison street 
cable cars picked at random yesterday after- 
noon showed a lack of cleanliness. On the 
floor were bits of paper, orange peel, and 
peanut hulls. The rubbish was scattered 
about in water from melted snow. There 


was no indication that the car had been 


swept since morning. 

The Halsted street cable line is in a sim- 
ilar condition. At night the cars are lighted 
by kerosene lamps. One small lamp is set in 
each end of a car. The middle of the car is 
left almost in darkness, the conductor fre- 
quently having to approach the light to 
make change. 


Delays in Twelfth Street. 


Intervals of thirty and forty-five minutes 
between cars on the Twelfth street electric 
line are reported as of nightly occurrence. 
Most of the drug stores in Twelfth street 
have become waiting stations for the street 
railway company. Conductors on the line 
say the company is unable to keep cars on 
a schedule because of blockades in the down- 
town district in Van Buren street. | 

About 9 o'clock every night six to eight 
cars follow each other bound west, and pas- 
sengers form waiting squads,“ said a drug- 
gist at Twelfth street and Ogden avenue. 
The first east-bound car then scarcely ever 
stops. I have seen them stop in the middle 
of a block to let off passengers and to pre- 
vent others from getting on.“ 

Patrons of the Paulina street electric line 
report that since the street railway changed 
hands one-third of the cars on that line have 
been taken off. The cars are run at inter- 
vals of eight minutes. Formerly they were 
tun every five minutes. 

Passengers transferring from the Madison 
street cable to the Robey street electric line 
frequently are compelled to wait fifteen 
minutes fora car. One of the conductors on 
the line said that within the last four months 
one-third of the number of cars in service 
last year were taken off. 

Complaint is made by passengers that the 
zars on the Western avenue line seldom are 
sleaned. 

North Clark Cable Patrons’ Woes. 
The North Clark street cable line has borne 
its share of criticism. At the limits barne it 
was said that the North Clark street and the 
Lincoln avenue lines this winter have had an 
increase of two trains each during the rush 
hours, night and morning. Yet anywhere 
along Clark street one may hear criticisms 
of the cars, as well as of the uncertainty of 
the cable. Many druggists tell of the stormy 
days and nights when their places of busi“ 
ness have been filled with people waiting for 
a train to pick them up. Breaks in cables 
have occurred so frequently and so close 
together as to make walking down-town 
rather more certain than riding. 

The management of the Plaza apartment 
building at North avenue and Clark street 
spoke unhesitatingly of the generally poor 
service of the cable road. 

There are all kinds of protests from the 
140 apartments in this building,” said the 
manager. At the same time, we have a 
class of tenants not much subject to the ills 
of the ‘rush’ hours; they come from down- 
down early. Still, morning trains often are 
fifteen minutes apart. 

** Frequent breaks of the cables or block- 
ades are most complained of. The distance 
down-town is rather more than the ordinary 
person has strength or time to walk, anda 
blockade is a serious matter. Next to not 
being able to ride at all, complaint is made 
of the packed cars and the bad atmosphere 
that results,. Save for the occasional open- 
ing of a door, cars are not ventilated, and 
by the time a packed car has run from the 
oo to North avenue it is almost unbear- 
a 
“There are many theater-goers in the 
building, and as far as I have heard there 
never has been any complaint of the com- 
pressed-air motor cars that are run after 
midnight. They are crowded, sometimes, 
but the service is quick. Save for break- 
downs, however, we would be satisfied with 
the cable cars if there were enough of them. 
We have been looking to the Northwestern 
elevated to relieve the cable lines, but we 
can get no assurance from the Union Trac- 
tion company that when the demands of 
travel are lessened the company will not 
reduce the number of its trains.“ 


Few Trains in Milwaukee Avenue. 


Patrons of the Milwaukee avenue line are 


in arms against the service rendered. They 
Say that trains often are an hour apart in 
that thoroughfare. 

“TIT have occasion to go down-town as 
often as any business-man in my neighbor- 
hood,“ said I. J. Quales, druggist, at 1086 
Milwaukee avenue. The service in every 
way is miserable. I have inquired why there 
are so few trains on the line, and have been 
told that the congestion of trolley cars from 
other lines on the southern end of the cable 
track makes it impossible to run more cable 
trains. If that is the reason, what are we 
going to do when the company turns North 
avenue cars over the same tracks, as it is 
preparing to do? 

“Waiting on the down-town cable loop, 
you may count four or five Madison street 
cars, to one for Milwaukee avenue. Then, at 
night, between 7:30 and 8 o' clock. my store is 
often half filled with men and women waiting 
for a theater car. At that hour trailers have 
been dropped, and often the cars are so 
crowded that not another person can hang 
on. The poor car service is hurting the in- 
terests of the whole street and neighbor- 
hood.“ 


The Union Traction company keeps a rec- 
ord of cable breakages and line blockades, 
but at the company’s offices no access could 
be had to it. 


State Street Service Decreased. . 


Since the Union Traction company took 
control of the North State street electric 


line six of the fourteen cars formerly run

DISCUSS PLANS FOR THE RIVER. 


City Officials and Sanitary Trustees 
Meet on the Juliet—Cost Esti- 
mated at $8,000,000. 


A conference was held yesterday after- 
noon between Mayor Harrison, Commis- 
sioner McGann, Corporation Counsel Walk- 
er, and the members of the Sanitary com- 
mission to discuss the methods to be fol- 


lowed in improving the Chicago River. The 


conference began in the Mayor’s office and 
soon adjournéd to the steamer Juliet. A trip 
Was made on the river to Bridgeport and a 
study was mude of its currents, windings, 
and narrows. On the way a meeting was 
held in the cabin of the steamer, during 
which the question of policing the river was 
under consideration. The trustees wish the 
city to delegate to them the right of policing 
the river, regulating the anchoring of ves- 
sels, etc. The question of removing the cen- 
ter piers of the bridges also was discussed. 
No definite determinat was reached in 
either case. ls 

“It was merely an informal discussion of 
the matter of bettering the conditions along 
the river,“ said the Mayor afterwards. ‘‘ No 
determination was reached, as the subject 
requires time and consideration and other 
conferences will be necessary. The main 
matter of discussion was the formulation 
of a set of rules under which the policing of 
the river will be made effective. The sani- 
tary trustees have the right to remove ob- 
structions, such as the center piers, protrud- 
ing and angular wharves. The powers they 
seek are far reaching and there will be no 
immediate action taken the matter.“ 

One of the first details to be taken up will 
be the framing of a set of rules to govern 
the handling of boats in the river. This 
work will be referred to a commission com- 
posed of Major Willard, United States en- 
gineer; a representative of the city, a rep- 
resentative of the Drainage beard, and a 
representative of the shipping interests. The 
Drainage board will meet this afternoon to 
arrange for the appointment of this com- 
mission. 


Tunnel Ordinances in Effect. 


The ordinance compelling the street rall- 
way companies to lower the tunnels is a law 
today under the city charter, which requires 
a term of ten days after passage unless a 
measure is signed by the Mayor. Mayor 
Harrison, as is his custom, did not sign this 
ordinance, but he has not vetoed it, and the 
companies are entitled to the next move in 
the matter. It is expected this will be a 
proposition regarding what is to be con- 
ceded to the companies on compliance with 
the ordinance. City officials have expressed 
themselves as believing the franchise ex- 
tension problem will be taken up in settling 
the enforcement of the ordinance. 


Planning to Improve the River. 


Trustee Wenter said that at the next meet- 
ing of the Drainage board he would intro- 
duce a resolution instructing the chief en- 
gineer to prepare plans and an estimate for 
removing all center pier bridges in the 
South Branch and establishing a uniform 
width of 200 feet between Lake and Robey 
streets. The improvement will, it is said, 
give a channel capable of furnishing a 
fiow of 400,000 cubic fcet a minute, with a 
current of less than one mile an hour. 

The report of the War department express- 
ing the opinion that unless obstacles to navi- 
gation are removed the Calumet route will 
have to be adopted as an inlet to the deep 
waterway was discussed, by the trustees, 
and generally taken as a warning to prompt 
action in improving the Chicago River. 

Trustee Jones, who has been investigating 
the question of the cost of improving the 
river, declare that the whole expense wi)! 
not exceed $8,000,000. |

Tells Police Her Story. 


Yearning for the little daughter she had not 
seen in two years, Mrs. Minnie Follett, 14 
Fremont street, visited the Sherman School, 
Morgan street and Fifty-first court, yester- 
day noon, in company with a policeman, in- 
tending to take the child home with her. Her 
purpose came to naught, as the child was 
not at the school. Last week Mrs. Follett

lege, was an Italian Count and the last living 
representative of two of the oldest houses 
of Italy. ‘ 

Father Paul was christened Paul M. Fer- 
rero Ponziglione di Borga d’Ales. The cere- 
mony was performed in Cherasco. 

Through his father, Count Felice Ferrero a 
Ponziglione di Borga d' Ales, Father Paul 
inherited the blood of the Guerras, his ‘ 
father’s mother having been the Countess ‘ 
of Guerra, the last representative in a direct 
line of that noble and ancient family. His 
mother, who was the Marchioness Ferreri di 
Castelnuovo, was the descendant of the 
Ferreri, another historical family of Italy. 

Father Paul was educated at the Royal 
College of Novaro and at the College of No- 
bles at Turin, both conducted by the Jesuits. 
He won the degree of Bachelor of Arts at the 
University of Turin. When 21 years old he 
turned over his property to his father and 
began studying for the priesthood. He made 
his novitiate in the Society of Jesus at Chieri, 
not far from his birthplace, in 1839. 
Father Paul was at the Jesuit College at 
Genoa when the revolution of 1848 began. 
He was the only one of nineteen priests not 
arrested, his family’s influence being feared. 
Father Paul came to New York and then 
went to Kentucky, working there and in 
Missouri. Later he went further West, and 
for forty years worked among the Indians, 
his territory extending from Fremont Peak, 
in Wyoming, to Fort Sill, and he became 
known at every army postin the West. He 
came to Chicago in 1891 and immediately 
took up work at the bridewell. He was also 
chaplain of the deaf mutes at St. Joseph's 
Home and was historian to St. Ignatius’ 
College. 

Yesterday 3,000 children of his parish 
viewed the body in the Holy Family Church, 
and the deaf mutes sent flowers. Floral of- 
ferings will be sent from the bridewell today. 

In accordance with Father Paul's wish, 
the funeral wilt be accompanied by no dis- 
play of pomp. He will be buried in Calvary 


this morning.
